Hello from Spain, 


Yesterday I had some time to work on my 830/7 project. I removed most parts 
of the mixer assembly (difficult task, as it is enclosed in a die cast 
aluminum chassis, with very limited access to some parts), as it had been 
rewired and I wanted to restore original circuit. It seems that a wire got 
loosen from a difficult to access wafer connection, and somebody decided it 
was better to rewire than disassemble. I understand why, as it took lots of 
hours!. But now the switch is rewired as it should and, once there, I 
replaced some charred wires (which were burnt when the rewiring was done) 
and routed conveniently some other missplaced wires. Another missing thing 
was the ANL/AVC switch wafer, which I replaced. And then I look at the poor 
job done to rewire the filament power wiring. I changed some wires, 
re-routed some others and added fasteners so the wiring looks good, 
although it is not original. 


Then I took out all the valves (remember, this is a british set ;-) ) and 
checked them in my TV-7C/U. All except RF amplifier (V1) showed good 
readings, so I replaced V1 and connected the set. After a while I got some 
random 'cracking' noise from the speaker, no received nor calibrator 
signals. But tapping in some chassis parts I got a loud ‘pop' at the 
speaker. So I started to look for loose contacts or bad soldering joints, 
armed with a plastic stick. I discovered a couple of ‘obvious' faults: a 
coax shield which shorted another connection in a wafer switch and a 
resistor which had never been soldered; it was just touching at one end!. 
This set was manufactured around 1969, so it had been that way for no less 
than 32 years... Fixing both things removed the loud 'pop' when tapping the 
set, but the random noise continued same way. I suspected of a OA2 voltage 
regulator (it uses two), as the noise was the same with the AF gain at 
minimum, but replacing them did not fix it. It was too late (00:30) so I 
let it for next day. 


I will continue troubleshooting the set, from the speaker to the IF and RF 
sections, injecting signals, until I locate the (first) faulty stage. BTW, 
AF amplifier seems to work fine, as it produces the usual buzzing when 
touched with a screwdriver. But there is an obvious fault, as the S-meter 
is almost fixed in the upper part of the scale and RF/IF gain just barely 
move it. 


I wonder if you have any clue of what could cause those cracking noises 
which, as I wrote, are independent of the AF gain setting... a noisy tube? 


More to come in next messages...

Rob, 


I've been aligning my HRO-50 since it was new (summer of 
1950), and I think I can advise you. The coil sets need to 
be aligned in their fully installed positions. An 
"extender" would add inductance to the connections and throw 
off the alignment considerably. 


For the adjustments on the top of the coil set you need 
either a screwdriver or a 1/4 inch socket wrench with a 
shaft long enough to reach them from the top of the 
receiver. The adjustments on the rear of the coil set are a 
little more trouble to get to. I've done it two ways. You 
can do a "cut-and-try" method by taking the coil set out of 


the receiver, tweaking the particular adjustment a little, 
plugging the coil set back in, and seeing what happened. Or 
you keep the coil set plugged into the receiver and make the 
adjustment from the rear of the coil set through the access 
holes provided in the coil compartment. The trouble with 
the later approach is that your hand is quite close to all 
of the circuit wiring and thus many sources of B+. When 
I've done it that way I've worn a rubber glove and not 
gotten myself fried. 


Let me know if you have any trouble.

Hi Dick and BA group, 


Thanks for putting the AN/TXC-1 photo's up for viewing. I might have 
mentioned this to you in the past, I don't recall. Those fax machines were 
still in 'service' in the US Navy as late as 1973/1974 aboard the USS Duluth 
LPD-6. While no one came down to the Radio Room begging for some FAX 
printouts, I often fired it up while underway and copied Weather Fax maps 
which were still quite popular then. It was great fun to operate plus 
helped relieve some of the monotony of a 12 hour radio watch day in and day 
out. 


Your comparison of it to operating a steam engine is appropriate. It does 
have the appropriate number of large knobs and buttons, plus all the bizzare 
mechanics. It is quite unlike any other printer I've ever encountered. I 
still recall firing it up and hearing the little ‘zit zit zit' as the drum 
passed under the stylus, and the little wisps of white smoke as a line was 
burned dark. Of course I had the speaker hooked up to the R1051 receiver so 
I could also hear the 'creak creak creak' of the faxsimile signal while 
watching it print out.

This is an excert from an e-mail just received. Has anyone read about 
this FM-CW technique in the history texts? 


"The idea was to get radio traffic across the English Channel reliably, 
and without 

detection by the Germans. The technique used was to get at a large 
broadcast transmitter in Poland used constantly by the Germans to 
broadcast propaganda. The messages were sent by making a hidden 
connection to the crystal oscillator circuit and transmit code by 
changing the frequency by about one or two cycles/second. This change 
was detected in the UK, and although it was extremely slow because of 
the effective bandwidth involved, it was reliable and for a long time 
undetected. 


This was related to me by a Pole I was working with here, and who had 
been involved in setting up the scheme".

Yes, I have heard of the technique. But not during the war and not 
across the Channel. The following was related to me by an engineer 
at WABC, a 50kW station on 770kc in New York. 


This took place in the late 60s/early 70s. My friend was the 
engineer for Dan Ingram (the best top 40 DJ that ever lived in my 
opinion). One day he noticed that the needle on the frequency 
monitor panel in the control room was going wild. He was told "you 
don't need to worry about that". But as a ham he of course 
investigated. WABC was being frequency shift keyed! Why? Who 
knows? Submarine communications was one guess but by then I 

think the Navy already had some version of their VLF system in 
place for this purpose, no?

PS: Ingram was also on the air when the Great East Coast Blackout 

hit. His cart machines, all syncronized to the AC line frequency of 
course, started to slow down as the actual generators slowed under 
the strain. JI remember him saying "I didn't think this could happen!" 
And then, bam! silence. I was listening on Long Island, about 50 
miles from the transmitter and the lights went out at the same time 
Dan went off the air. Only one thing could do that I thought. Right, 
atomic attack! Fortunately it was just a cutout relay near Niagra 
Falls. 


But the really strange thing was tuning across the AM band and 
hearing all those dead carriers. All the transmitters had auto start 
generators. But the studios in New York had no emergency power 


"The idea was to get radio traffic across the English Channel reliably, 


so there was no audio. Until, that is, a tape deck out at the WABC 
transmitter kicked on, as it was apparently programmed to do after a 
certain amount of dead air from the studio. So the only station with 
programming in the emergency was WABC and they were playing 
continuous oldies! Bizarre. Then some engineer made it to the 
transmitter and clip leaded a phone line to the transmitter audio 
inputs and they were on the air via a dial up phone line complete 
with crosstalk and operators popping in.
